Wickliffk— ZJear Sir: The 
undersigned in behalf of many in all parts 
of this CommonweaUb, believe it a political 
oecessity to reorganize the Demooratic party 
in the State, in association with those ia 
tbo North who bare stood by the Oorem- 
msDt mad the Constitotion throoghoat this 
deplorable ciTil war. They conetitnte the 
only political party of the North with whom 
any party Sonth will have any affiliation, 
while a political association between the 
two section of tho country is iodispensable 
to a restoration of the Uoion. 

We can not consent to the doctrine that 
the Constitotion and laws are ioadeqnate to 
the present emergency; that the coostltn- 
tional gnarantetsj of libactj aod property can 
be suspended by war. 

Oar fathers certainly di<1 not intend that 
our Constitution should be a fair weather 
docament, to be laid away in a storm, or a ; 
fancy garment to be worn only in dry 
weather. On the contrary, in times like 
the present, that constitutional restraints i 
«D the power' those in aathority are i 
seeded. I 
We bold tba Federal GoTemment one 
of limited powera, tbafc^aao Dot be enlaiged 1 
by the exlstenee bf drll commotion. 

We hold the rigbts reserved to the States 
equally sacred with those granted to the 
United States. The Government has no < 
more right to disregard the Con^ititution and | 
laws of the States than tho States hiive to ' 
disregard the Constitution and laws of the 
United States. ^ 
We bold that the Administration has ' 
committed grave errors in eonfiscUion bills, 
lawless proclamntioDS and military orders 
aatting aside Constitatioos and laws, and 
making arrests outside of military ilines 
where there is no public danger to excuse 

It is now obvious that the fixed purpose 
of the Administration is to arm the negroes 
of the South to make war upon the whites, 
and we bold it to be the duty of the people 
of Keotncky to enter against snch a policy 
Bsolemo and most emphatic protest. 

We bold as saerad and inalienable the 
right of free speech and a free press; that 
tho Government belongs to the people, and 
not the people to the Government. 

We hold this rebellion utterly nnjnstifi- 
ob!e in its incepti<»>, and a dissulntion of 
the Union, the greatest of calamities. We 
wonld ose all just and co[:stitntional means 
adapted to the suppression of the one and 
tj»e,i«storation of the other. 

Having observed yonr noiforra and con- 
sistent eoorse since the origin of our troub- 
les, we believe yon a Cpitbfal representative 
of our view?, and ncsaatly leanest that fqo 
permit your name to be nsed as a Demo- 
cratic candidate tor Governor at the ensu- 
ing election.

The power to enact these measures and to 
commit the acts alluded to, is claimed un- 
der that never-exbaoBted fountain, "milita. 
ry necessity," under the infloence of which 
the lil)erty of the citizen, not to say his 
life, the freedom of speech and of the press, 
are threatened, and in imminent danger — 
nay, in some instances, iiivailcvl. 

With you, I hold ad sacred aud invalua- 
ble the rir;ht of free press.

My opinion has ever been, that no State 
had a right to s^oeiL from tire Union. I

! not restore the Union. The exercise of un- 
\ enlightened statemanship, accompanied by 
justice, forbearance and iua::t;aiiimity, was 
alwa3's necessary to the accomplisbment uf 
this object. I refer to the unanimous opin- 
ion, on this subject, of the two conventions 
held in 1861: in the city of Louisville. I 
did all that a Keatuckian who lovad the 
Uoion could do to settle the difiBculty ^d 
avoid a civil war. 

This might have been done if patriotism 
and statesmanship had influenced the party 
then about to assume I bo power of the Gov- 
ernment. 

"War having been commenced by the 
Confederate States, the capital of tho nation 
threatened, the Constitution ai\d laws of the 
United States defied, ii was the duty of the 
United .States, not to reboUi^B,to meet that 
war by force."

It was contouded by those who opposed 
I my election that the war would be prosecn- 
: ted to subjugate the States, to destroy theit 
constitutional aud to abolish slavery. I met 
I this charge and repelled it by referring to 
the guarantees of the Constitution, the In- 
' augural Address pf President Lincoln, and 
I his letters, by Mr. Seward, to our represen- 
Utivea at all the Courts of Europe. Mr. 
Lincoln said: 

"Apprehensions ?eem to exist among the 
people of the S mthern States, that by the 
accession of tho Republican Arlmiiiistration 
their property and their peace and personal 
security are to bo endantjered. There has 
never been any reasonable causa for such 
apprehension. Indeed, the most ample ev- 
idence to the contrary has all the while ex- 
isted and beeu open to their inspection. It 
is found in nearly all the published speeches 
of him who now addresses yon. I do but 
quote from one of those speeches when I 
declare that '1 have no purpose, directly or 
indirectly, to ititorfere with the institution 
of slavery in the States where it exists. I 
believe I have no lawful right to do so, and 
I h&ve no inclination to do so.' Those 
who nominated and elected me did so with 
full knowledge that I bad made this and 
many similai declarations, apd nevtr recant- 
ed them. And, more than this, they placed 
in the platform for my acceptance, and as a 
law to themselves and to me, the clear aud 
emphatic resolution which I now read: 

Resolved, That the maintenance inviolate 
of the rights of the States, and especially the 
rights of each State to order and control its 
own domestic iostitntions according to its 
own judgment exclnsively, is essential to 
that balance of power on which the perfec- 
tion and endurance of oar political fabric 
depend, and wo den^l^nce the lawlesa in- 
vasion by armed foriSe of the soil of any 
State or Territory, no matter under what 
pretext, as among the gravest of crimes.' 
Mr. Seward, in his letter to the Govern- 



ments of Europe, sanctioned by the Presi- 
dent, is more explicit: 

1 need not further elaborate the proposi- 
tion that the revolution is without a cause; 
it hss not even a pretext. 

•It is just as clear that it is without an 
object. Moral and physical causea have 
determined inflexibly the character ofeAch 
one of the territories over which the dispute 
has arisen, and both pattii s, after the elec- 
tion, harmoniously agreed on all tho Feder- 
al laws required for their organization. Tho 
torrltodes will remain iu .'II respects the 
same, whether the revolution shaU succeed 
or shall fail. The condition of slavery in 
the sevoiAl States will' reuMin just the same, 
whether It succeed or fail. There is not 
even a pretext for the complaint that the 
disafifected States areto be conquered by the 
Ui)ited St itcs :r the revolution fails; for the 
rights of lha States, and the condition of 
every human being in them, will remain 



It is here solemnly proclaimed by the Ad-

I belisiyed that 4dm inietratioa were bound 
by theas^ declarations; that they meant what 
they said. Nevertheless, that I might place 
myself in a position not to be misunderstood, 
the following sentences composed a part of 
my letter of acceptance of the nomination 
as a candidate for Congress: 
'No patriot, no Keotuckian, wonld be 
that I willing to see, willing to witness with in- 
diflFerence, the efforto of (he Southern Con- 
federacy to take possession or or destroy the 
Capital of the nation, and destroy that Oov- 
ernment which has protected him at home 
and abroad. Was it wrong to resist this de- 
termined and avowed purpose of the coo- 
j federated men of the South? That Capital | 
must be protected, and our Oovornment 
preserved. It is not Lincoln's Government, 
but the Government of the people, tho 
Government of the United States, that I 
am anxious to preserve from destruction. 

|I wish to be distinctly undeMfood upon 
this subject. Should the present war as- 
sume the purpose and design of the aboli- 
tion of Bla?ery in the States, or of doprivin? 
a State of any constitutional right, it will 
receive no support from me of either men 
or money; on tho contrary, my firm decided 
opposition. So long as it may be necessary 
to keep an army in the field to defend the 
Capital ai;d preserve the Governoient from 
tho assaults of iu enemy, foreign or domes- 
tic, it must be sustained— .no longer.' 

I have kept my faith aod radeanad my 
pledge. 

I became satisfied that the policy of the 
"'•""g**^; 'hat the Abolition power 
had triumphed; that tho measures of Con- 
gress and the policy of the war had fallen 
under the control of the Abolitionists. 
I What will bo the result may bo inferred 
from the charaoter of tho menwhooompo^ie 
the Abolition party. 

Mr. Webstar, who lived among them and 
knew them well, has left upon record his 

opinion of their fitness to rule the Govern- 
ment: 

_ 'If (says Mr. Webster) the infernal Aboli- 
tionists ever get tho power in their hands 
they will override the Constitution; set the 
Supreme Court at defiance; change and 
make laws to suit themselvee; lay "violent 
hacds on those who differ with them in 
their opinions, or dare question their infalli- 
bility, and finally bankrupt the country and 
deluge It with blood.' 

.TO^u u'*^ **' Abolition party: 

With them the rights of property are noth- 
ing; tbe deficiency of the powers of the 
General Government are nothing; and ac- 
knowledged and iucontestible powers of the 
States are nothiog; the dissolution of tbe 
Union, and the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment, in which is concentrated the hope of 
the civilized world, are nothing. ▲ single 
idea has taken possession of their minds, 
and onward they pursue i^ overlooking all 
barriers, and regardless of all oonseqheaeee.' 

The prophesies of Isaiah are not more 
clearly verified than those above, of the two 
departed statesmen. 

Tho Abolitionists had the majority in 
both Uouses of Congress. The President 
had issued his Emancipation Proclamation, 
and pledged the powerp of the army and 
navy ta execute his mandate, and to protect 
and aid tbe negroes in the mainteaanca of 
their freedom. The leading AboBtioaista 
had declared tbe future purposes and ob- 
jects of the war to be tho abolition of slave- 
ry, the subjugation of the States, the total 
destruction or expulsion of the white man; 
his home to be given to, and occupied, bv 
tho freed slave, protected by the military 
power of the United States. 

Mr. Stevens, the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, and the ac- 
knowledged leader of the party, in a speech 
delivered by him, nsed tbe following lan- 
guage: willi^iot stultify myself by suppos- 
ing that we have any warrant in the Con- 
stitution for this proceeding.

things to be seized.' 

'No person shall be held to answer for a 
capital offense, or otherwise infamous crime, 
unless bv a prestment or indictment of a 
Grand Jury.' 

'In all criminal prosecatiens the accused 
shall enjoy tbe right to a speedy trial by an 
impartial jury of tbe State and district in 
which the crime shall have been previously 
ascertained by law, and be informed of the 
nature and cause of the accusation; to be 
confronted with witnesses against him; to 
have compulsory process for obtaining wit- 
nesses in bis favor, and to have the aasis- 
tance of counsel in his defense.' 

Such are the safeguards of every citizen 
— thrown around him by the Constitution, 
which the President and every officer. State 
and Federal, has taken an oath to support. 

In violation of these provisions, persons 
holding ofTices under the Federal Govern- 
ment have searched tbe bouses, seized the 
papers and effecta of the citizen; nay, more, 
the peaceable and unoffending citizen has 
been seized and dragged from his home, cast 
into loathsome prisons; some called before 
tribunals unknown to the civil law, tried for 
offenses unknown 0 the penal oodcb and 
punishment cruel and nnnsnal inflietad up> 
on them. 

It is the duty of every officer, particularly

Martial law, as defined by Jewet, 'is the 
will of a military commander operating, 
without any restraint aave hiaown judgment, 
upon the lives, the property, upon the en- 
tire social system and individual condition 
of all ovar ,whom tbe law extends.' Fortu- 
nately it is confined to the bonuda of tbe 
camp of the commander, if rightfully ob- 
served.

But it may be that we bad begun to rely 
on his great name, instead of that oftha Lord 
our Gk>d, and to teach as the laason of al»o> 
lute raliaiicfr on himself, God has reimoved 
our beloved and idolized General.

Tbe night before tbe battle was spent 
on the field, and, having no ektra covering 
at all, after great urgency, be accepted the 
capo of one of his aids, but in a short time 
arose and gently laid it over theyoucg man, 
and spent the night just as he was. This 
exposure produced a cold which ended in 
pneumonia. 

A few nights before this battle an equally 
oharactoristic incident occurred, that is wor- 
thy of record. He was discussing with one 
of his aids the probability and issue of a 
battle, when he became unusually excited. 
After talking it over fully, he paused and 
with deep humility and reverence said: 'My 
trust is in God," then, as if the sound of 
battle was in his ear, he raised himself to his 
tallest stature, and with flashing eyes and a 
face all blazoned with the fire of tbe con- 
flict, he exclaimed, 'I wish they would 
come.' This humble trust in God, combined 
with the spirit of the war-horsa whose neck 
is 'cloCbed with thiinder,' and' who'lsraielleth 
tbe battle aCar off, tba thunder of the cap- 
tains and the shouting,' made that rare and 
lofty type of martial powess that has shrined 
Jackson among the great heroes of the 
world. Trust in God and eagerness for the 
fray were two of the great elements of that 
marvellous success that seemed to follow 
him like a star, so that he was never defeat- 
ed, or failed in anything he undertook. 

After be was wounded he retained his 
obeerfahMBS, and remarked to a friend the 
pleasnrableness of the sensations of taking 
chloroform ; stating that he was conscious of

Tha military movements reported In the 
last waak are intensely interestiay. The 
invesioftof Malty land aild Paansy|rania by 
Gen. Lee produces immense excitement all 
over tlw north. Th^adjanae oorpa of Lee's 
army iwipllKr«ay, uaoppoaad, to p«rint 
in shelling distanoa of Bbtriabnrg, captur- 
ing Carlisle and olbar p<rinta on tha way, 
tha Podaral foreaa retiring bafora thairabel 
army. Their way lay throngh a rich and 
populous district and the capture of wagon 
trains, horses, males, cattle, provisions, 
stores, &c., has been great A divergent 
line of the rebel movomaot atruok tha Sua- 
quebanna balow Hairisborg at Oolambia, 
taking Yoib'OB' the way. The Federals 
retreated across the river at Columbia, 
bumiog tha bridge behind them to obstruct 
pursuit by tha rebels, who, however, are 
said to have a complete pontoon train for 
crossing. As yet, few rebels have passed 
over, the river being awollan aad fniding 
diflBcult. This divergent movement seem- 
ed to threaten an advanbe on Philadelphia, 
by way of Laneastar, aad in view of it 
nearly all business was suspended and all 
classes required to turn out for defensive 
awvloa ia ona form or other. Tho eall for 
troops to repel the invasion of Pennsylva- 
nia, has not lieen responded to as promptly, 
cordially and folly as tba emergency re- 
qoired, and strange to say, whether from 
apathy or terror, is relatively less availing 
in Pennsylvania than ia other qoarters, over 
which oortbero papers are loud in their ex- 
pressions of surprise and dissatiafaction. — 
New York and New Jersey bsTo sent liber- 
al ra-anforeaments for tha relief of Harria- 
burg. Our impression is — tboogh we know 
too little of military strategy to make our 
opinioo worth moah— that tba invasion of 
Pennsylvania is a mere raid, intended to 
make a diversion, distract the Federals, and 
prafoot tb^r aonoantratiott, so aa to glva 
Lee a better opportunity to take a position 
in Maryland threatening Baltimore aod 
Washington: and in oorrobaratioB of this 
view, the bridges on the Baltimore and Uar- 
riaburg railroad, above and below York have 
been daatroyad.and a forea has been sent to 
distroy the Baltimore and Washington rail- 
road aod also break up the connecting road 
which branehaa off fkom dia former to An- 
napolis. This accomplished, the struggle 
then will be for tha destruction of the rail- 
road from Baltimore to Philadelphia aod 
tha poaasssiou of the city of Baltimore. It 
seems to os highly probable, therefore, that 
a terrible battle must soon be fought be- 
tween Lee and Meada tha auocassor of 
Hooker at the head of the Army of the Po- 
tomac, near the line of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland in striking distaoaa of BalUmora. 
The success of the rebels in that eoaflict, 
will ba decisive of that campaign, for ahoold 
they gat poasss a ion of Baltimore, Wash- 
ington would fall without a blow, having 
in that case na channel of communication 
with any of tha loyal Stataa azeept down 
the Potomac, which , in snch event, would 
probably l>a occupied on both banks by reb- 
el battoriea. The movementa of the Army 
of the Potomac, are not fully developed; 
but it can scarcely be doubted that it must 
move forward to expel Lea^s army from 
Maryland and Pennsylvania. 

Gen. Dix is reported to be advancing from 
Fortress Monroe by the York river ronte, 
with 30,000 vetrans against Richmond, 
which city is said to be defended by a like 
number of new rebel conscripts. 

Bragg has retired from his position at 
Shelbyville in front of Bosecrans at Mur- 
freesborough, falling back on his strong de- 
fanoea at Tallahema, whidi are badcad also 
by strong defenses further south at Chatta- 
nooga. Rosecreos is pursuing him, and 
skirmishes have ensaed between portions cf 
their forces, with the reported advantages in 
favor of the Federal arms, several handred 
rebel prisoners having bean token. 

The news both from Yicksburg and Fort 
Hudson is elondy. Reports of the repulse 
of Banks at Port Hudson and of Grant at 
Yicksburg, have been circulated and then 
contradicted. We mast await the devel- 
opment of the real facts with what patience 
we may; and it may be days or weeks more 
before we get tbem antbentically. 

The war newspapers of Ohio are out in 
torms of atrang eomplaiot at tha apparaat 
apathy of tha people in taming out to de- 
fend tha Stato against apprehended inva- 
aion . 

We hear little more of the excitement at 
Pittsburg, no rebel forces being now reported 
near; aad tha piobaUKtf i* that tiia people 
of the iron city wan «Bd«r tba JaAmaea of 
a "big scare." 

A rumor is made poblie in the Loniarille 
papers thatPegram and Humphrey Maiahall 
are advancing into Kentucky by way of 
Cumberland Gap, with an army estimated 
at from 10,000 to 15,000 mao; but the ru- 
mor is not confirmed bf aoy arthf tift in- 
telligence. '

Datton, Ohio, April 21, 1863.

If this gentleman did indeed believe that 
a conscientious opposition tosn.existing war 
is inconsistent with patriotism, and equiva- 
lent to the crime of giving aid and comfort 
to the enemy, he is ignorant not merely of 
the 6rst principles of ethics, but of the course 
pursued by some of the most illustrious 
statesman and patriots wbo have adorned 
tbepagea of modem history. 

What said Lord Chatham, the oelabrated 
Prime Minister of England, who bad led bis 
nation to victory and power, and whose 
memory is embalmed in the grateful re- 
membrance of his countrymen? This great 
man, during the American war, declared in 
Parliament, 'If I were an American, as I am 

n troop was 
never lay 

down my arms— <never — never— nevbr.* — 
Fox even refused to concur in a vote of 
thanks to officers for the victories they had 
achieved, in what he believed to bean un- 
just war. Numerous distinguished mem- 
bers of the British Parliamaot were active 
and per^ervering in their opposition to the 
war. So. again, the war waged by Great 
Britain against the French Republic was 
freely denounced as unjust and unnecessary, 
by statesmen high in the confidence of the 
nation. Tha recant war against China, fre- 
quently called the Opium war, was sternly 
denounced by a large portion of the British 
pi^blio as most iniquitous. At a public 
meeting in London, nt which tho Earl of 
Stanliope presided, it was resolved, 'That 
this meeting deeply Isment that the moral 
and religious feelings of the country should 
be outraged, the character of Christianity 
disgraced in the eyes of the world, and this 
kingdom involved In war with upward of 
three hundred and fifty millions of people, 
in consequence of British subjects introdu- 
cing opium into China, in direct known vio- 
lation of the laws of that Empire.' The 
raeeiiog concurred in a petition to Parlia- 
ment for an immediate peace, and ordered 
that their proceedings should be translated 
into tba CHl b tBSB language, and forwarded 
to the Emperorof China. Yetno Minister 
of the Crown, no Member of Parliairont 
ventured to denounce this constitutional ex- 
jiression of opinion as treasonable. In our 
coQir.ry we have seen men of the purest 
chancier, of tha most unquestionable pa- 
triotism, opposing the war of 1812 with 
Great Britain, as unnecessary, impolitic and 
unjust. No constitotional monarch of Eu- 
rope would venture to impeach tha patriot- 
isnB>aod loyalty of those who, rn a mode 
sinctioaed by the fundamental larwa of the 
Empire, opposed the DMasures of his gov- 
ernmaat.
